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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendments to the independent claims 1,13, and 16 change the scope of theclaims and would require 
further search and consideration. Specifically, they limit the information provided in a reply from the virtual machine (configured to 
function as a browsable VM) to only information regrding the virtual machine. 

Applicant's arguments regarding claims 1, 13, and 26 have been considered but are not persuasive because Marullo et al. (USPN 
6,044,398) teach a system for using queries to gain insight into the operation of a web server. This was combined with Joffe et al. 
{USPN 6,185,619) as shown in the previous rejection to render the claims obvious. All further arguments are directed to the present, 
unentered amendment. 
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
